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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-6 in the reply filed on 4/2/07 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 7-1 3 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims, particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 2, "in particular for a rapier weaving machine or a knitting 
machine" renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear whether the limitations following 
"In particular" are being claimed or are merely exemplary. It is suggested that "in 
particular" be deleted. 

Claim 1, lines 14-15, recites "the inner wall" without proper antecedent basis. 

Claim 3 is rendered indefinite by the recitation that the air current deflection 
surface is "arranged in the prolongation which is formed like a half pipe". This recitation 
is confusing. The air current deflection surface was previously recited as comprising a

prolongation (see claim 1). It is suggested that claim 3 be amended such that "which is 
formed like" is changed to - as ~. The claim would thus read "the air current deflection 
surface is arranged in the prolongation as a half pipe". 

Claim 6 is rendered indefinite by the recitation "preferably" because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the term are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6 would be allowable If rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejectiQn(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
